I# fort so far was “not satisfactory 
enough to w arrant hopes that 
everything 
is well,” William S. 
Knudsen, production chief of the 
National Defense Advisory Com­ 
mission, today left the suggestion 
th at defense production be put on 
a “wa; basis.” 
In a dram atic speech to the 
closing 
session of N ational As­ 
sociation^ of M anufacturers’ Con­ 
gress of Industry, Knudsen assert­ 
ed th at the public generally Is sold 
on defense, but th at neither in­ 
dustry nor labor has been “suf­ 
ficiently sold” on the huge defense 
job facing the nation. 
He called 
for abandonment of the industrial 
“blackout” from B'riday to Mon­ 
day, but made it clear th at he was 
not advocating abolition of the 
five day week in industry, since, 
he said, ample men were available 
for training to keep the country's 
mechanical equipment in action 
during the two-day week end. 
Expressing belief th at by exert­ 
ing all possible effort industry 
could advance its deliveries by as 
much as 20 percent, Knudsen said: 
“Frankly, we are not doing any­ 
thing compared to the forecast by 
the m anufacturers and the Com­ 
mission in July.” 
After expressing his complaints 
about the lag, he asserted: 
“I have not tried to paint the 
lily in this talk. 
I have tried to 
make clear to you th a t I consider 
the defense effort to date not 
satisfactory enough 
to w arrant 
hopes 
th a t 
everything 
is well. 
Maybe I haven’t made it strong 
enough.” 
2,500 Hear A pical 
Knudsen’s plea for cooperation 
and criticism of the nation’s in­ 
dustry was heard by 2,500 indus­ 
trial leaders and other members 
of the National Defense Advisory 
Commission. 
His suggestion 
of placing the 
4 defense program on a w ar basis 
came in the form of a question 
to the meeting. 
Until now he had 
consistently 
advocated 
superim ­ 
posing the program on the regular 
business of the nation to avert 
fiundue dislocation.

ed th at his "w ar basis” suggestion 
would give absolute priority to the 
defense orders over all ordinary 
business such as business is en­ 
gaged in in peace time.

In addition to the regular con­ 
servation payments, farm ers will 
earn a price adjustm ent based also 
on the normal yield of the acreage 
allotm ents of corn and wheat. 
These paym ents will be announced 
shortly by Claude R. Wickard, 
secretary of agriculture. 
Under the agriculture conserva­ 
tion phase of the Triple-A pro­ 
gram , farm ers are eligible for a 
soil-building paym ent earned by 
applying lime and superphosphate, 
strip-cropping and tree planting. 
“The increased emphasis on con­ 
servation 
through 
soil-building 
practices in 1941 is another step 
tow ard our goal of getting more 
conservation every year,” Chair­ 
man Boggs said. 
The 1941 pro­ 
gram is continuing and strength­ 
ening other provisions which are 
aimed a t more conservation.

No Strict Rules 
There isn’t too much stress put 
on what those of us of middle 
age are not to eat, nor that we 
should choose a diet somewhat like 
un eremite in a cave. I am get­ 
ting a little tired of being told by 
the health authorities that just 
because I am over fifty I ought to 
go to bed at half past nine, like a 
child of ten, and th at I m ustn't 
take enough exercise to make me 
short of breath. I want to ex­ 
plain now that sometimes it is 
good for me to go to bod at half 
past nine, and other times it is 
equally healthy for me to stay 
till ’way after midnight. 
And, 
furtherm ore, that if I get short 
of breath I have sense enough 
automatically to stop exercising. 
Dr. Bauer admits that though
